Principe Umberto Torpedoed by Subma-
rine in Adriatic, While Carrying Troops.
Rome, June 12.—The Ifalian transport
Principe Umberto has been torpedoed and
sunk' in the lower Adriatic, with a loss
of a large number of soldiers, according
to an official statement issued by the
admiralty at Rome Saturday.
The steamer, au-umpamc*d by two oth-
er transports conveying troops and war
mzteriuls and escorted by destroyers, was
attacked by two Austrian submarines.
The Principe Umberto sank a few min-
utes after being struck, and although
prompt help was rendered by the other
ships it is believed half the troops on
board perished.
